They number and meafure the ftars, and call 
them by their names ; but, while their atten- 
tion has been wholly occupied in thefe {ei- 
entific purfuits, they remain ignorant of do- 
meftic concerns and the neceflary arts of liv- 
ing ; and are ten-fold more liable to impofi- 
tion than their illiterate neighbours, who 
have been ufed to the daily traffic and feram- 
bling purfuits of the world, The mode of 
education, proper for our youth, (the fami- 
lies of the very rich excepted,) is fuch as 
will embrace objefts of folid utility, rather 
than thofe of the fhowy and finical kind. 
To ftock the country with a numerous race 
of Gentlemen and Ladies, genteelly educate 
ed; inordinately fond of fafhionable exe 
pence, but without the means of fupporting 
it ; too proud to labour, and too pé@er to be 
idle ;—-would be extremely fatal to its interes 
It is infinitely better to rear up plain, 
fenfible, well-moralifed men and women, 


efi. 
fraught with the maxims of prudence ; 
who will conform themfelves to their cir- 
cumflances, and neither eat the bread of idje. 
nefs, nor drink the cup of vanity ; who wil} 
be qualified to aft their parts ufetully in foci. 
ety, and to become prudent, induftrious huf- 
bands, and difcreet and diligent wives.— 
Thus, to ufe the expreflions of a facred wri 
ter, the fons of our land * would be as plants 
grown up in their youth; Its daughters

It would be eafy to draw examples from 
ihe famous republics of ancint Greece end 
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Rome : but there is an example to our ag 
pofe, in a modern republic. The people of |, 
the United Netherlands, after they had thook 
off the Spanifh yoke and become an inde- 
endant republic, diftinguifhed themfelves, 
‘or a long time, by their general induftry and 
plain frugal manners. They punifhed idle- 
nefs, as a crime againft the ftate. ‘They efti- 
mated every thing according to its utility.— 
They honoured labour and encouraged ufe- 
ful arts. ‘They even raifed a monument to 
the memory of the man, who taught them 
how to cure their Aerrings. Every {pecies 
of extravagance and prodigality met with 
their marked contempt. Wiaith them it was 
a flanding rule, that every family, (extraor- 
dinaries excepted,) fhould live within its in- 
come :—and the rule was never violated, but 
“at the expence of incurring public difgrace. 
Thus, by the united force of example and ed- 
ucation, they continued in their fleady induf- 
trious habits and_frugal manners, trom age 
to age, during the lapfe of nearly two cen- 
turies ; and, rifing from {mall beginnings 
and gradually vanquifhing natural obftacles, 
that were feemingly unfurmountable, they 
attained to an aflonifhing pitch of opulence 
and power, and, in a manner, banifhed pov- 
erty from their realm: while among thei: 
finical neighbours, the French, there were 
no lefs than feven millions, who were dif. 
treflingly poor. Nor was it till after the 
Dutch. had introduced the luxurious man. 
ners of their neighbours, that they loft their 
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In one of thefe fafhionable books, which 
is the produét of an American lady, there is 
the following fpecimen of the modern /ub- 
lime. ‘ Every thing feemed wrapped in the

THERE cannot be a more important civ- 
i} truft, than that which our conftituents have 
affigned to us.—To defignate thofe officers 
on whofe decifion all that belongs to lite, 
libertv, or property may depend, 1s a weigh- 
ty and ferious tranlfa€tion.—lInftead of bein 
a matter of intrigue, party, or felfifh policy, 
it requires ail the calmnefs of wifdom, al] the 
difintereftednefs of virtue. Nor could there 
be a more unfortunate error, than to make 
thofe civil appointments, which by our Con- 
flitution mult be annual, a matter of private 
friendfhip, intereft, pariy, or fattion. You 
will meet this part of your bufinels, Gentle- 
men, with all the calronels, imparticlity and 


attention te th Nuv ; g od, which tie hon- 
or and inter t the Sate effentially re- 
“© One of the greatefi m’s'ortanes that at- 


tends Republican Governments, is the pro- 
grefs and violence of party {pirit. We need 
not recureo antient hiflory for proof.—Our 
beloved WASHING6TON, with all his modera- 
tion, wifdom and prudenee, was not able to 
reprefs this deftruétive fpirit ; we know that 
an ardent love for his country, and a life de- 
voted to its fervice, withthe moft upright in- 
tentions, did not fhield him and his meaf- 
ures, from its malignant effeéts ; it exifted in 
his day, and increafed with violence until 
now. 

‘¢ In a Government, where the honors 
and emoluments of public offices are alike o- 
pen to all the Citizens, it will be natural for 
many to appear as candidates for public ap- 
probation and employment ; and many good 
effe€ls will arife from a fpirit of emulation, 
enterprize and ambition ; let them be well 
dire&ed, and under proper regulations, they 
will give rifeto the moit neceffary and ufe- 
ful public exertions. But when ambitious 
men become inflamed, fo as to produce a vi- 
olation of the laws of virtue, the deflru€tion 
of private charafter, the propagation of falf- 
hood and flander, and an eftablifhed and ran- 
corous fpirit of party, they introduce fome of 
_ the worfl evils into civil fociety. One part 
of the community becomes inflamed againft 
the other—different parties are ranked under 
different leaders—they have different views 
and aims, and forgetful of the public good, 
a.e moft of all a€tive and violent to accom- 
plifh their own particular purpofes ; It can- 











| not be, in fuch a flate of things, but that the 


public intereft wiil be facrificed to private 
views ; and the more engaged men are in fuch 
purfuits, the more the public intereft muft 
fuffer, and the public peace be endangered. 


‘* Republican government cannot be 
iaintained, but by a union of the wife and 
the good. It requires the abilities and ex- 
ertions of the wifeft and moft virtuous in ev- 


|ery country, to dire&t the public affairs, to 


re{lrain the vicious, to give the laws a proper 


| dire€tion and energy, and to keep up thofe 


civil and moral inititutions, on which the 


‘ exifience and falety of civil fociety effentiaily 
‘depend. ‘Thofe therefore, who froma {pirit 


of party, of perfonal aggrandizement, labor 
to divide and influence one part of the com- 
munity againfl the ether, whatever motives 
and principles they may avow, are the great- 
eft enemies to our republican conflitutions 
and forms of government. A remedy for 
thefe evils fo pernieious to fociety is not 
within the reach of Legiflative a€ts—it is on- 
ly on the virtue and correét information o! 
the great body of the People, that we can rely 
to flop their progrefs, or to do away their 
fatal effe€is ; and when aided by the precepts 
and examples of virtuous reprefentatives, and 
upright magiftrates, will, I prefume, be et- 
feéiual. 


Te is not barely from the confticution 
and form of government adopted by this 
State, that our fafety 1s derived—connetted 
wih the other flates by the federal conftitu 
tion, the intereft and fatety of each is involv- 
ed in preferving the union of the whole. 


“ ®y alate a€t of Congrefs, it has become 


our duty to make new arrangements refpeét- | 
ing the choice of Reprefentatives ; and it is | 


of the moft ferious importance, that in all our 
afts, re{pecting the general government, we 
difcover the moft anxious folicitude to pre- 
ferve and ftrengthen the union, and, fupport 
the conftitution and government of the Unit- 
ed States : Ifunder any pretence or violence 
of parties, the federal conftitution fhould be 
deftroyed, perverted, or eflentially altered, 
we may difcoverer our error aud ruin at 
the fame difaftrous period. 

‘* In the view of humanity it muft be a 
matter of joy, that peace in Europe has put 
an end to the eflufiou of human blood ; while 
we rejoice in the event, we feel moft fenfibly 
that the produce of our agriculture, 1s not a 
little conne€ied with commerce. In an agri- 
cultural State like that of Vermont, it is the 
commerce of the maritime States that gives a 
value to that part of our productions, which 
are not wanted for our confumption, and 
unlefs the latter be protected by the ener- 
gies of government, the former cannot be 
purfued to any confiderable extent, with ad- 
vantage to the Jaborer.”’

Duane at length acknowledges the truth of what the 
federalists have,often asserted, and what the democrats 
have as ofren contradicted, with respect to an attempt 
having been made, while Congress was balloting for 
President, to force some of the members to vote for 
Mr. Jefferson.

cognifed. His power is defpotic, and his 
income amounts to about f°. 150,000 a year, 
without greatly opprefling his fubjeéts, who 
are very tenacious of thew property. The 
Dey pays a flight annua! tribute to the Porte. 
Subordinate to the Dey are officers both 
military and civil ; and im ali matters of im- 
portance, he is expefted to take the advice 
of a Common Council, which confifts of 
thirty Pafhas. Thefe Pafhas feldom fail to 
have the foldicrs on their fide, and the Dey 
is often depofed, or affaffinated, whilft hold- 
ing his council ; but fometimes, though ve 
ry feidom, he refigns to fave his life. Too 
pacific a Government, or an unfuccefstful ex- 
pedition, is as almoft certain to put an end 
to his life and authority. 

How long the Powers of Europe will f{pf- 
fer thefe depredators to domineer over them, 
and to difturb their commerce, time alone 
will determine ; but it is moft ardently to be 
wifhed, that, though they may not be tota!-

Extra@ of a letter from a re/pelable gen- 
tleman in New-Haven, to his friend in 
thes city. 

** New- HAVEN, Oct. 26, 1802. 

** We are informed here, that the demo- 
crats in your ftate, vaunt extremely on the 
inereafe of their numbers here, and particu- 
larly, that there are eighty democrats in the 
houfe of reprefentatives. Nothing can be 
more untrue. From the unwearied art and 

erfeverance of the democratic party, much 

a been expecied. Five fucceflive eve- 

nings have they been in caucus. But the 

ee on their part is gloomy, and nought 
remains for them, but the unconqucrable 
will, and ftudy of revenge. 

** The higheft federal vote for council is 
8258 ; the higheft democraiic vote is 4689. 
The federal votes are generally for the coun- 
cil rifing 7000 votes ; the votes for demo- 
cratic candidates, partly between 4 and 5000, 
and partly between g and 4000. 

** In the houfe of reprefentatives there 
has been a queftion relative to a late election 
Jaw. The democrats out of 196, the num- 
ber of the houfe of reprefentatives, on this 
queftion had 9 votes. This, however, is 
not a certain teft. Some federalifis voted 
with them. 

** A Senator of the United States has 
been elefted. The federal candidate was 
James Hillnoufe ; the democratic, Ephraim 
Kirby. In this choice the democratic ftrength 
was exerted, and Kirby had 59 votes. 

‘« The laft feflion the democrats bad about 
50. This trivial increafe is owing to caufes 
unconneéted with democracy. For exam- 
ple, in one town, undoubtediy federal, one 
democratic member was chofen, becaufe of 
a controverfy relative to a mecting-houfe, to 
be decided by the Ajfembly. On the whole 
I do not think that democracy has increafed 
or is increafing. The people have taken a 
very firm pofition. They will not be cul- 
jied or driven. Accidental caufes, or ex- 
treme exertion may, from time to time, oc- 
cafion partial flu€tuation, but nothing rad- 
ical.” 


‘The above information comes from a respectable 
source, and may be relied on as authentic. Jt must be 
considered as highly important, as it serves to shew 
that genuine federalism, still firmly maintains its ground 
jn Connecticut———-The editor of the Bee last week de- 
clared,that if, on the decision of some leading question, 


_» fathe assembly, there were not found more than 60 de- \ 
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mocrats in the house, he would give up all his knowl- 
edge and all his hopes of that state. This was but an 
inconsiderable pledge. What knowledge of the state 
he has ever had, we know not; but he might have giv- 
en up his hopes of it longsince. All attempts to de- 
mocratize that state will be ineffectual.—The new e- 
lection law of Connecticut has been decidedly opposed 
by all the democrats ; and not wholly approved by 
some luke-warm federalists—and yet it appears that all 
the strength which could be brought against it in the 
house of representatives, amounted only to 59 votes out 
of 196. Ephraim Kirby, who is allowed to be the best 
man of the democratic party in Connecticut, undoubied- 
ly received, (as candidate for Senator) the support of 
every one of that sect in the house ——As we derive 
but little pleasure from detecting the small mistakes of 
the Bee, we sincerely hope that the editor will strive to 
make his statements as correct as the nature of the cause 
in which he is engaged will admit.

Members of Congrefs were elcfted in 
Maffachufetts on the 1ft. int. We have re- 
ceived returns, in the Worcefter Spy, trom

75- In Auguit 1801, Haflings had but 757 
votes, when his opponent had 872.—In the 
North diftri&, Stedman, federaliit, had 862 
votes—Whiting, democrat, 222.
